Coal Barges. — The Cincinnati Commen ial 
says the committee which was amxHtted a 
few days since by the Chamber of Commerce 
to wait upon General Burnside and call his 
attention to the fact that the stock of coal is 
becoming greatly depleted, with but little 
chance of renewing it, as Government has 
taken possession of all the barges and tug- 
boats, attended to their duty last Saturday, 
and were told by the General that he could 
take no action in the matter. When this was 
made known to the Chamber, a resolution was 
passed that the Chambers of Commerce of 
Louisville, Cincinnati, and Pittsburg be re- 
quested to appoint a committee to proceed at 
once to Washington to present the matter for 
the consideration of tho Secretaries of War 
and Navy. Mr. Thomas Sherlock was dele- 
gated to attend to the business on behalf of 
Cincinnati. 

The Frankfort Commonwealth learns 
from good sources that the rebels, on retiring 
from Danville, took away about 1,200 head of 
stock of different kinds, and a large number 
of horses and mules, without leave or pay — in 
other words, stole them. 

Such, says the Commonwealth, is the result 
upon every 6uch raid. Yet there is a party in 
this State who are opposed to furnishing men 
and money to drive back these marauders from 
our State. Secretly sympathizing with them, 
they would withdraw the Federal armies, and 
give these highwaymen and horse-thieves a 
free pass through our Stat6. Here the people 
have a practical comment on the secession 
platform, and if in view of all these things, 
and the past history of the State, they act 
w ith this party, they deserve to lose every 
horse, mule, beef, bog, and sheep they have. 

Another Indiana Flood. — We learn from 
the Vincennes Sun that the recent rains have 
caused a heavy rise in the river at Vincennes, 
and on Monday the water was within 18 
inches of the great flood of March, 1858. The 
levee below town has not given way, and the 
damage thus far has not been extensive: 
though the prairies and low lands south of us 
are completely inundated. The water came 
to a stand on Monday evening and is now 
slowly receding. 

Allison prairie, in Illinois, is also covered 
with water, in some places to the depth of 
several feet, and the whole face of the country 
west of us, as far as the eye can reach, is a 
vast sheet of water. White River is also out 
of its banks, and the low-lands submerged.

FROM THE ARMY OF TIIE CUMBERLAND. 

Camp on Cripple Creek, Tenn., ) 

March 26, 1863. J 

Quite a stir was created in camp this morn- 
ing by the intelligence that the rebels bad cap- 
tured tbe couriers of the post two miles from 
this place towards Murfreesboro. Upon inves- 
tigation I found it to be quite true, and but 
half told, for one of the couriers was mortally 
wounded and died this morning about 10 
o’clock. The balance were taken prisoners. 

1 understand they were all of the 2d Indiana 
Cavalry. This is certainly a. very bold action 
on the part of the rebels, and by the manner 
in which it was consummated shows conclu- 
sively that their facilities for obtaining in- 
formation and knowledge as to what is 
going on in our lines must be very- 
great. Great caution is now exercised 
on our picket lines, and especially since the dis- 
appearance of several men who have been in 
the habit of going a short distance to the front, 
orders to the contrary notwithstanding. The 
rolls of honor of the 1st brigade, 2d division, 
have been fully made out, and of tho men who 
are to represent the 1st Kentucky ia the bat- 
talion I can safely say that not a single one of 
them will ever show bis back to the enemy. 

I do not approve of the course some regiments 
seem to have adopted in regard to this matter. 
Tbe commanders, in two instances that came 
under my notice, have permitted the men to 
elect for the honors men whom they desired to 
get out of the company and regiment, and 
thereby make a farce of tbe arrangement. I 
think that the influence would have been far 
better had worthy men received their honors 
and remained with their companies. Such men 
then as received tokene of merit for bravery 
and good conduct would be the very ones that 
would, by their example, give courage to their 
faint-hearted comrades who would be ashamed 
to net otherwise than right in tbe presence of 
acknowledged heroism. Bravery or courage 
is contagious, and I know it, for I have seen 
it proved in too many instances to doubt it for 
a moment. I see records of a great many in- 
stances of armed force to prevent the arrest 
of deserters in the North. How long shall this 
be allowed? Why do not the authorities take 
hold of this matter right, and confiscate to the 
very last cent tbe properties of all such trai- 
tors as by action or harbored knowledge coun- 
tenance it. If you could only know the inten- 
sity of tbe hate of the soldiers in the field, for 
those [miserable, cowering specimens in the 
shape of man, who would now bow them- 
selves to the yoke ot Jeff Davis, you would 
wonder why they do stand all this. There are 
cet tain matters that are to be attended to be- 
tween this and Chattanooga when, if necessa- 
ry, this class will receive our attention if not 
in some way brought to loyalty before. Sure- 
ly a terrible day of reckoning will come upon 
these miserable miscreants when they least 
think of it. BEN.

Interview between Loval Kentuckians 
and Major-General Burnside. — A delega- 
tion of the Union citizens of Covington — rep- 
resentative men of the city — numbering about 
fifty, waited upon Major-General Burnside, at 
the Burnet House, Cincinnati, on Monday af- 
ternoon, for the purpose of paying him their 
respects. J. Smiley Nixon, Esq , having been 
chosen spokesman for tbe delegation, address- 
ed tbe General as follows : 

“General: As loyal Kentuckians we come 
to-day to tender you a heartfelt welcome to 
tbe command ot tbe Department of the Ohio. 
By the people of Kentucky your appointment 
has been accepted as an additional testimony 
of the fidelity of our Government to its high 
trusts, and as a guarantee that our homes and 
our sacred altars are to be protected from dese- 
cration In the earnest which your past life 
gives of your future course as an officer and 
commander, the law-abiding citizen has every- 
thing to hope; and what is equally to the pur- 
pose, rebels and their active sympathizers 
everything to fear. And we here, as Ken- 
tuckians, promise you that in carrying out 
the most stern and vigorous policy against 
traitors and treason, under every guise, wheth- 
er with or without arms, you eau rely upon 
tho unwavering support of the true and loyal 
people of our State. But candor compels us 
to admit that there are many — very mauy — in 
our midst who arc not loyal. They remain 
at home,- claim and enjoy the protection and 
blessings of the Government, and yet by night 
and by day are plotting its overthrow. With 
them the policy of conciliation has here- 
tofore been tried with but little suc- 
cess. In many instances their hostility 
seems to have been increased by forbearance. 
The proper treatment of these persons will 
probably be one of the most difficult and per- 
plexing questions which will engage your at- 
tention in the administration of the affairs of 
this department. But whatever policy you 
shall think best to adopt toward them and ail 
others, we have faith iu you to believe that it 
will be wise and just, and we promise to sus- 
tain it. From tbe beginning ot the war to the 
present time we have marked your course 
with the most lively interest; and let me again 
say that in you, as a General, brave, skilful, 
and energetic, and as a man, just, magnani- 
mous, and self-sacrificing, we repose the mo=t 
implicit confidence. And when this accursed 
rebellion shall have been put down, and the 
rightful authority of our Government restored 
throughout the entire land, and a grateful 
country shall raise up to honor the champions 
of constitutional liberty and order, Kentucky 
will be found to mingle her acclamations to 
swell the applause which will hail the name — 
the immortal name of Burnside. ’’ 

Oen. Burnside's Response . — The General 
««.r,menced hv savintr that he Wi*-* ojjtl’-ai., 
unprepared to meet so large a delegation as 
the one present. He expected to see half a 
dozen or so of gentlemen who desired to have 
a talk with him in regard to the policy he 
ought to pursue in the State which they rep- 
resent. He had possibly a faculty of talking 
to a few persons, but was no adept in im- 
promptu speaking. He was gratified with 
this display of their confidence, as he be- 
lieved it was honestly and candidly expressed. 
What industry, talent, and physical ability he 
possessed would be entirely devoted to the 
cause of his country. He came to this De- 
partment to enter this contest Without enter- 
taining the slightest personal enmity against 
any person; that his love of country induced 
him to forsake borne, kindred, friends. He 
owed nothing to any other nation and desired 
no other ambition than the success of our 
arms and the restoration of our much loveu 
Union. After alluding to the honesty and 
justice on which the Government was founded 
and to be perpetuated, the General proceeded 
to give a general view of the military policy 
which would actuate him. 

He was thankful for tho kind manner in 
which his name bad been mentioned by the 
speaker. He had tried to do his whole duty, 
but had made mistakes. We are all liable to I 
make mistakes, but he would gladly correct I 
any errors he might fall into, if possible. He | 
was always ready to listen to the honest sug- 
gestions of friends, and hoped that the present 
difficulties and troubles in Kentucky would 
soon be at an end; and that tbe time was not 
far distant when Kentucky would be as peace- 
ful as Ohio, Illinois Indiana, and other North- 
ern States are, and be assured the delegation 
that no pains would be spared ou his part to 
accomplish that end. Ho again thanked them 
for the indications given of their confidence, 
and pledged his devotion to the interests of 
Kentucky and our common country.

New York, April 1.

Since then we have received into 
our lines several deserters from the rebel de- 
fences at Austin's Blufls and Thunderbolt who 
more than confirm my statements. They af- 
firm that the daily rations of the troops con- 
sist of four ounces of bacon and seven of corn 
meal. In consequence of their privations 
very many of the rebel troops are falling sick 
and all are fearing illness. 

The last batch ol deserters who came in 
assert that only the fact that they are kept at 
inside post duty the entire regiment to which 
they belong would desert. 

From whatisdeemed to be a source entirely 
trustworthy, I learn that all women and child- 
ren have been ordered out of Savannah. 
They left the city Monday and Tuesday. 

This measure was induced, not more by 
fear of an attack than by the inability of the 
commanding general to subsist troops while 
so many noncombatants were to be fed. 

Washington, March 31. 

The War Department to-day finally finished 
the list of Provost Marshals for the several 
States. It will be announced in a few days.

Scott's Rebel Regiment Scattered. 
Large Number of Cattle Recovered. 



A despatch from Brig. Gen. Q. A. Gilmore, 
dated at Somerset, 9 P. M., March 31st, to the 
Headquarters of the Department of the Ohio, 
conveys the gratifying information that the 
rebels were attacked on Monday, in strong 
positions of their own choosing, near that 
town. The fight continued for five hours, and 
the enemy were driven back from one position 
to another until finally Gen. Gilmore stormed 
their position, whipped them handsomely, and 
drove them in confusion towards the Cumber- 
land River, with the loss of over three bun 
dred in killed, wounded, and prisoners. The 
rebels outnumbered our forces nearly two to 
one,. and were commanded by Gen. Pegram in 
person. Night put a stop to the pursuit, but it 
was to be resumed this morning. We cap- 
tured two stands of colors, and our loss in 
killed, wounded, and missing does not exceed 
thirty. Scott’s famous regiment was cut off 
from the main body of the rebels and scat- 
tered. 

A second despatch says the enemy’s force 
was underestimated in the first report. They 
had over twenty-six hundred men, outnum- 
bering us more than two to one. During Mon- 
day night their troops crossed the Cumberland 
river in three placeB. We have retaken be- 
tween three and four hundred head of cattle. 
The whole of our infantry was not up this 
morning. Pegram’s loss will not fall short of 
five hundred men. 



Serenade to Gen. Burnside. — It was very 
generally known that Gen. Burnside, the new 
commander of this department, had arrived in 
this city yesterday morning, and a knowledge 
of his eminent services in time past and the 
confidence reposed in him in the future, 
naturally created a desire on the part of our 
citizens to see and hear ono who is expected 
to take so active a part in the future mili- 
tary operations of this department. Ac- 
cordingly a number of our leading citizens, 
preceded by Professor Eichhorn’s Silver 
Band, visited the Galt House at eleven 
o'clock last night, greatly to the General's 
surprise, and complimented him with a sere- 
nade. After several patriotic airs had been 
played, Gen. Burnside was vociferously called 
for and made a brief response. We regret that 
we were in an unfortunate position to catch 
his remarks, but his few words were received 
with the warmest applause. lie said in sub- 
stance that he bad been called to this depart- 
ment, and he was (or the support of the 
Government, and that he hoped to have the 
co-operation of all loyal men, for in 
this consisted the true strength of the repub- 
lic. He was a \\ estern man and sympathized 
with the West in this great struggle. He had 
not been called to the assumption of civil 
powers heretofore, but his duties had been 
principally military; he still, however, hoped 
to govern wisely. He looked upon peace as a 
great blessing, but it must come with no sec- 
tional feelings; we must be an united people. 
He spoke eloquently as to the necessity of 
union for national happiness and reiterated a 
hope that there would be unity in our State. 

We would be pleased to have it in our pow- 
er to report exactly what the gallant gentle- 
man said, but the press in the room and the 
excitement were such that we are compelled 
to rely upon our memory. We know that his 
remarks were soul-stirring and received with 
great applause, aud we feel that they were 
truly patriotic, and must prove acceptable to 
all who heard them. 

After Gen. Burnside had retired amid round 
after round of applause, Dr. T. S. Bell, who 
was observed among those who were paying 
their respects to Gen. Burnside, was called out 
by the immense throng, and he finally made 
his appearance, only for the purpose, however, 
of acknowledging the honorpaid to him, mod- 
estly transferring the attention to our distin- 
guished guest. 

At this moment the Thirty-fourth Ken- 
tucky Infantry, under command of Major Dil- 
lard, and preceded by a band of marlial music, 
arrived and drew up in line in front of the 
hotel, and the officers and men united their 
patriotic voices in another call upon Genera; 
Burnside, who made a second appearance, 
simply thanking the military for the unex- 
pected honor which they had paid him. 

During the intervals between the instrumen- 
tal music and the loud huzzas by the immense 
assemblage, a number of army officers and 
young men, who confessed that they were 
afflicted with “Burnside on the brain,” united 
in the song and chorus of “We'll Rally 'Round 
the Flag, Boys,” which was most charmingly 
rendered. 

The popular demonstration of last night, 
which was altogether extemporaneous, could 
not have been otherwise than in the highest 
degree gratifying to Gen. Burnside, ns it was 
an earnest of the confidence reposed in him by 
the loyal citizens of Louisville as the new 
commander of this important military de- 
partment * 

Louisville Theatre. — Cubas has placed us 
under that inexplicable influence which turned 
the heads of the diplomatic corps at Washing- 
ton, and frenzied the hearts of the members 
of the Cabinet.

same; and that no application for passes will 
be considered unless accompanied with certifi- 
cates of the filing of the said oaths, parole, and 
bonds with the Provost Marshal. A number 
of citizens have taken the oath of allegiance 
and given the required bond.

New York, April 1. 

A Washington letter to the Commercial Ad- 
vertiser says Adit. -Gen. Thomas is at the 
West, and, should he so recommend, other 
troops will follow the corps of Gen. Burnside. 

Tne Washington correspondent of the 
Philadelphia North American says the Admin- 
istration confidently expects before the close 
of the week news of important successes by 
our fleet in the rear of Charleston. If tbe bat- 
teries at Stono can be taken, it is believed that 
troops can be landed and reach the city with- 
out assaulting Fort Sumpter or Fort Moultrie, 
which, being cut off from their supplies, would 
fall without loss of ammunition ot vessels. 

A special from Memphis says th.e ram Swit- 
zerland was but slightly injured iu passing 
Vicksburg. The Tuscumbia and Monarch 
have gone up the Yazoo. The despatch also 
says it is reported that the rebels have evacu- 
ated Haines’s Bluff. 

Washington, AprL' 1. 

The Secretary of the Treasury will noon 
issue a circular containing full information to 
those desirous of organizing companies under 
the recently enacted banking and national 
currency law. Numerous applications have 
already been made, some specifying the 
amount of capital, while others are deficient in 
this particular. 

First Comptroller of the Treasury, Robert 
W. Taylor, although having been confirmed at 
least a month, has not yet entered upon his 
duties. 

A schooner was captured yesterday in the 
lower river engaged in smuggling between 
Maryland and Virginia. Twenty-five persons 
were captured aboard of her, including sev- 
eral ex- Washingtonians of notoriety. The 
cargo was extensive, consisting of quinine, 
morphine, Confederate uniforms, infernal ma- 
chines of novel construction, blankets, boots, 
shoes, soap, coffee, and three mail bags filled 
with small packages and eighteen hundred 
letters, some of which seriously compromise 
various parties in this city and Maryland. 
Among the parcels were presents for Mr. and 
Mrs. Jeff Davis. 

The Interior Department to-day abolished 
the Land Office ft Henderson, Minn. 

Despatches from the Mississippi squadron 
embrace the reports from the commanders of 
the several vessels that attempted to pass Port 
Hudson on the night of the 14th of March, in 
which it appears that they had reached the 
last and most formidable battery, and were 
congratulating themselves on having gained 
the turn in the river, when the Mississippi 
grounded. Fearful that this vessel, under the 
galling fire of the enemy, would fall into their 
hands, she was deliberately destroyed by her 
commander after the removal of all on board. 
No private effects were saved. This mishap 
to the Mississippi caused a derangement of the 
well-contrived programme of Admiral Far- 
ragut for the passage of all the vessels. The 
fighting of all our men is described in the 
highest degree creditable. 

Fortress Monroe, March 31. 

Gen. Keyes arrived here this morning from 
Washington, and on learning the state of 
affairs at Williamsburg he left immediately for 
his command at Yorktown. We learn from 
Yorktown to-day that tho rebel forces, 20,000 
strong, are in front of Williamsburg, threaten- 
ing an attack at any hour. 

Col. Ludlow arrived from City Point to-day, 
and reports that a steamer will be down to- 
night with a load of exchanged political citi- 
zens and war prisoners. 

The Richmond Examiner of March 23th has 
the following: 

Gen. Van Dorn reports that Forrest made a 
successful visit to Brentwood with his division. 
He burnt the bridge, took all the property and 
arms, and captured eight hundred prisoners, 
including thirty-five officers. He lost three 
killed and thirty-five wounded. 

Tullahoma } March 29 th . — Braxton Bragg tel- 
egraphs to Adjt.-Gen. Cooper that Morgan’s 
fight with the Federals was at Milton, on the 
20th. They advanced iu order to draw out 
our forces from Liberty, but they were com- 
pelled to fall back to Murfreesboro. There is 
skirmishing daily on the Shelby ville pike. 

[Special to tho Eveniug Post.] 

Washington, April 1. 

The Treasury Department sifrus to-day nec- 
essary requisitions lor paying off' all the troops 
in North and South Carolina. The Army of 
the Potomac will be paid next week. With 
these payments the entire army will be paid to 
the first of March. 

Tbe entire receipts of the internal revenue 
up to date amounts to $22,000,000. The esti- 
mated receipts for the year are $150,000,000. 

It is considered certain that no foreign loan 
will be accepted by Mr. Chase. 

Philadelphia, April 1. 

The Philadelphia Inquirer’s Baton Rouge 
correspondent makes a statement to tbe effect 
that General Banks really made a serious at- 
tempt on Port Hudson, but was foiled by the 
steamers carrying the troops being sucked in 
by a crevasse cut by the rebels. One steamer, 
the Mo-ning Light, was put iu imminent 
peril. The object of the expedition, according 
to the correspondent, was to get to the north- 
ward of the rebel batteries by marching 
around them on the west side or the Missis- 
sippi. 

A Vicksburg letter announces tbe seizure of 
2,500 bales of cotton, Borne 40 miles from Lake 
Providence, hy our forces. Every bale was 
marked “0. S. A.” 

Providence, R. I., April 1. 
Tbe triumph of the Republican Union can- 
didates is complete. Smith is elected Gover- 
nor, and Messrs. Jenks and Dixon Members of 
Congress by handsome majorities. The sup- 
porters have a large majority in both Houses 
of the Legislature. 

Erie, Pa., April 1. 

Tho National Bank of Erie has been organ- 
ized by M. Sandford & Co. and associates. It 
will commence business on tbe 1st of May. 

Memphis, March 28, via Cairo, 31. 
The Argus of to-day says the Southwestern 
arrived last night from the fleet. She brings 
important intelligence from below. 

On Wednesday morning last the rams Lan- 
caster and Switzerland were put in readiness, 
and started from the fleet, to pass the Vicks- 
burg batteries. As soon as they came within 
sbootiug distance tbe Confederate batteries 
opened a tremendous fire upon them. 

The Lancaster was struck some thirty odd 
times, and her entire bow was shot away, 
causing her to take water so rapidly that she 
sunk immediately opposite the city, turning a 
complete somersault. All of her crew escaped 
in small boats except two. 

The Switzerland kept on her course, defying 
the batteries until her steam-drum was struck 
by a sixty-four pounder, rendering her totally 
helpless. She floated down below the city 
batteries, still belching forth shot and shells, 
and striking her repeatedly. The Albatross, 
of Admiral Farragut's fleet, ran alongside the 
Switzerland and took her in tow in a crevasse, 
just below the mouth of the canal, where she 
was lying when our informant left. 

The loss of life on the Switzerland was not 
known. 

The object of getting the rams by Vicksburg 
was to reinforce Farragut, who has been below 
Warrenton with the Hartford and Alabatross 
since he ran the Port Hudson batteries. 

At Grand Gulf Farragut’s ships encountered 
a more formidable battery than the one at 
Port Hudson. The Hartford was struck four- 
teen times at this place. Three men were 
killed on her. Both vessels kept up a steady 
fire while passing the batteries. The Grand 
Gulf battery did considerable execution to 
both boats. 

The expedition upon the Yazoo through 
Steele’s Bayou had returned to the fleet, be- 
ing unable to accomplish the object which was 
intended, flanking Haines’s Bluff. 

There had been no arrival from the Yazoo 
Pass expedition when the Southwestern left, 
and we have nothing ftirther from that quar- 
ter. 

Saul Street, the noted guerilla, was killed on 
Thursday last near Bolivar by Col. Hurst, of 
the 1st Tennessee Federal Cavalry. 

The passenger train on tbe Charleston road, 
which left the city this morning, was thrown 
off the track near Moscow, forty miles from 
the city, a rail having been removed by gue- 
rillas. When the train halted, the guerillas 
rushed upon it and shot a citizen of Bolivar, 
and wounded seven others. They captured 
upward of forty persons, and a majority of 
them were paroled. The mail agent, express 
agent, and engineer are missing. 

Jeff Thompson’s wife arrived recently from 
Arkansas. Hhe says Kirby Smith and staff 
had reached Little Rock; that Price was at 
Camden, on the Ouachita river, and was to be 
in Little Rock by Monday. 

Lieut. D. F. Burgess, of Gen. Banks's corps, 
arrived last night with despatches for Wash- 
ington. He came up with Farragut in the 
Hartford. 



Sas Francisco, April i. 

The excitement continues. The secession- 
ists have a secret organization, eortompating 
a hostile movement. Many loyal citizens have 
armed them=elves. Gen. Wright ordered troops 
from Fort Point to increase the Venecia gar- 
rison. Nothing but recklessness, amounting 
to hostility could induce the secessionists to 
make any hostile demonstration in this Stale. 

The Assembly has parsed a bill punishing 
privateers and aiders of treasonable enter- 
prizes. fixing death as the penalty. 

During March two hundred gold and silver 
and popper mining eompanies were organized 
in San Francisco for the avowed purpose of 
d-veloping mines in California, Nevada, and 
Northwestern Mexico, having a nominal capi- 
tal of upwards of eighty millions.

RIVER NEWS. 



KS^The Nashville Union says that a Union 
man from Huntsville, Alabama, who passed 
through that city some days ago, stated that 
the population of that beautiful little town 
are reduced to “short commons”— that is, ra- 
tions of corn bread and meat. Luxuries are 
things of the past. 

Affairs in Chxtral Kentucky. — A tele- 
graphic despatch to the Cincinnati Gazette 
from Lexington, Ky., gives the following items 
of interest from the interior of the State, dated 
on Tuesday: 

Pegram ’s men burned the bridges over 
Dickis river, at Bryantsville and Lancaster, 
appropriated everything of value on his line of 
march, horses, colts, cows, yonng mules, 
calves, etc , broke open stores, and pillaged 
them of everything they could carry. Bolts 
of ribbon, patterns of rfre?3es, collars, silk, 
clothes, etc., were found on the prisoners sent 
in this morning, some thirty-three in number. 
The balance of the stolen cattle have been re- 
covered. Stirring news from Somerset is 
hourly expected. 

Steel, of Cluke’s command, with about one 
hundred and fifty men, effected the crossing of 
the river, and escaped via Richmond, but will 
be lucky if not taken by our troops below, 
lie has pillaged all on his route. A family 
are here to-day ou their way to Indiana, hav- 
ing been despoiled of everything. Wagon 
loads of emigrants, sad and despondent, wend- 
ing their way northward, are passing hourly. 

A portion of Cluke’s party were reported 
last evening as scouring the road toward 
Mavsville. 

Walker, vexed at his former failure, and 
unwilling that a few hundred horse-thieves 
should reign solely in Eastern Kentucky, 
made another dash yesterday, occupied Mt. 
Sterling, and attempted a coup de guerre. 
A skirmish ensued, in which five rebels were 
killed, ten wounded, and some captured. A 
gentleman from Mt. Sterling to-day brings in- 
telligence, not confirmed, that he had captured 
the whole party, including the pestilent leader 
himself. Cluke’s personal presence alone will 
confirm such rumor. 

The affair of the 44th Ohio and the 14th 
Kentucky, five miles below Hazel Green, with 
Marshall’s men, was more serious than re- 
ported. Some 30 Federals are said to have 
been killed, and 25 of our own are still unac- 
counted for. Nearly 100 rebels were captured 
and paroled. The high water prevented bring- 
ing taem in. 

Marshall’s force is estimated at 1,800. He 
has not made his appearance in public yet. 
The supposed rebel scouts seen near Paris 
were our own pickets. 

Scouts from Hazel Green, Barboursville, 
Knoxville, and the Gap3 report no rebel forces 
but roving squads of highwaymen. 

Stage conveniencies are resumed to all the 
towns north of our armies. 

No one need think it at all strange that 
Joshua F. Bell should receive the nomination 
for Governor. There was a universal de- 
sire to give the State an opportunity to atone 
for the folly of defeating him four years ago, 
when Beriah Magoffin was elected. In view 
of hie high character, his exalted position as a 
public man, and his unbounded popularity, 
and in view of his defeat four years ago, it is 
not to bo wondered at that Joshua F. Bell 
should be the overwhelming choice of the 
Union men of Kentucky for Governor. 

Frank. Commonwealth. 

There it is. Mr. Bell was nominated to pay 
an old party debt. It seems that the Union 
party are to redeem the outstanding liabilities 
of Sam <te Co. This was very visible to the 
impartial spectator, but it has not been before 
avowed quite so plainly. — Democrat. 

The Democrat knows perfectly well that 
it has put a construction upon our article not 
warranted by the plain import of the language 
employed. When we referred to the race four 
year3 ago between Bell and Magoffin, it was 
with no view to revive the party division of 
that canvass. We still insist that, in the light of 
facts developed since 1859, and in view of the 
relations which, since that time, Bell and Ma- 
goffin have respectively held to the great 
issue of Union or Disunion, no true Union 
man can say, as the Democrat says, that it is a 
good thing tor Magoffin to have beaten Bell. 
Tbe latter has, in public and private life since 
1859, thrown the whole weight of his influ- 
ence in favor of the Union cause and against 
the rebellion. The former did all he could 
to Induce Kentucky to secede, and. after she 
refused to do that, he threw all the obsta- 
cles he could in the way of the successful 
prosecution of the war; and, notwithstanding 
this marked difference between the two men, 
tbe Democrat says that Mr. Bell ought to have 
been defeated, and he cannot understand how 
any one, even one who opposed him four 
years ago upon the issues then presented, 
could regret that Magoffin was elected. Had 
Bell been elected in 1859, much of the trouble 
which we have had in Kentucky, on the 
Union question, would have been avoided. 
Every one now sees this. 

Mr. Bell was, therefore, not nominated to 
pay “an old party debt.” We do not rocog- 
nize the existence of any “old party debts.” 
We have not felt, since the war began, that 
we belonged to any party except the party of 
the Union and the Constitution. Notwith- 
standing we were reared in the Whig faith, 
we would cheerfully have voted for the Editor 
of the Democrat, had he been the nominee of 
the Convention at Louisville. The only mat- 
ter which concerns us now as to public men is 
to know whether they are souna on the great 
issue of the preservation of the country. If 
they are sound upon that, then we care noth- 
ing as to whether they have, in past times, 
been Whigs or Democrats. 

The men who constitute the Union party of 
Kentucky cannot now be divided. They have 
stood together heretofore — they will remain 
united in the coming canvass.

MEETING OF FIFTH KENTUCKY INFANTRY. 

At a meeting of the officers and soldiers of 
company A, Fifth Kentucky Cavalry, held at 
their camp in Nashville, Tenn., in honor of 
their deceased Captain, Hal Palmer, who 
lately departed this life at the residence of his 
father, Dr. R. C. Palmer, in Washington 
county, Ky , and of their former Second 
Lieutenant, James F. Funk, who died re- 
cently near this city; Captain Wharton was 
called to the Chair, and Sergeant E. Willett 
appointed Secretary. The object of the meet- 
ing being made known, a committee, consist- 
ing of Lieuts. Conrad and McAlister, Sergeants 
Hedges and Conly, were appointed to draft 
resolutions, expressive of the sense of the 
meeting, who, after retiring for a few mo- 
ments. produced the following preamble and 
resolutions which were read and unanimously 
adopted: 

Whereas, We have lost forever our cour- 
ageous and noble-hearted, but youthful Cap- 
tain, and our brave, kind-hearted, and labori- 
ous Lieutenant, and in sadness we have met 
together to mourn our irreparable loss. Capt. 
Palmer was scarcely 21 years of age at the 
time of his death. Though but a youth when 
this unholy war broke out, he was” among the 
first of Kentucky’s patriotic sons who came 
forth at the call of his country to defend the 
old flag; youthful in years, hut mature in de- 
votion to his country, he freely gave up his 
life in defence of her Government. And of 
our beloved Lieutenant, equally patriotic and 
eager to rally, to the standard of his country 
upon her first call, it may be truly said that 
his untimely death was mainly attributable to 
his unceasing labors for the comfort of his 
men. Both of our departed friends died mar- 
tyrs to the holy cause of our nationality, and 
in this struggle tor the restoration of our 
Union, the country has lost no truer men. 
Therefore, 

Resolved, That in our connection with Capt. 
Palmer he proved himself to be a true gentle- 
man, kind, affectionate, and courteous, though 
firm, resolute, and determined, by which he 
won the admiration and esteem of all who 
knew him; that in his death we realize the 
loss of a brave, courageous, and heroic leader, 
a ciiivalric soldier, and an energetic officer. 

Resolved, That in regard to our beloved 
Lieutenant, we found him in duty arduous, 
prompt, and unwavering. In battle, brave, 
courageous, and cautious, animated by no am- 
bitious motive, save a desire to see his country 
restored to its once peaceful, united, and res- 
pected position. He was one of the first of 
Kentucky’s noble sons to respond to his coun- 
try’s call. He freely gave his life as a sacrifice 
to his country; no one lived more beloved and 
died more lamented. 

Resolved, That, w ith sorrowing hearts, we 
deplore tbe premature loss of our friends; that 
their many virtues will ever be cherished as 
the brightest spot in our memories, and .that 
we deeply sympathize with their parents and 
friends in this afflicting dispensation of an 
alLwise Providence. 

Resolved, That we deeply regret the delay 
of the.-e proceedings until this late moment, 
which is solely attributable to not having a 
unanimous bearing of alt the members of the 
company until at tbls present time. 

Resolved, That the proceedings of this meet 
ing be published in tbe Louisville Journal and 
Louisville Democrat, and that a copy of each 
of said papers containing the notice of this 
meeting and the proceedings be furnished the 
families of the deceased.

Dear Sir: A9 you requested, I will pencil 
down some suggestions which I made to you 
orally a tew days since, in reference to Wost- 
ern sentiment on the present condition of the 
country, with some reflections upon the late 
elections. 

You are undoubtedly correct that the North- 
west will never consent to a separation of the 
Union, leaving the lower Mississippi in a for- 
eign jurisdiction. Our interests are agricul- 
tural, and upon a market for our products de- 
pends our well-being— I might almost say our 
existence. Before the war we supplied the 
plantations of the South with their horses and 
mules, their corn and their bacon. This plan- 
tation market consumed most of the products 
of the counties bordering upon the Mississippi 
and its tributaries, and any surplus found its 
way to the Atlantic cities and foreign coun- 
tries through that great river. By the war we 
have lost this market and this outlet, and our 
products, which formerly went South, have 
been thrown upon the northern transports 
and northern markets, overloading the for- 
mer and glutting the latter. As an inev- 
itable consequence, while money has depre- 
ciated near one-third, the prices of our great 
staples in the hands of our farmers have re- 
mained stationary, or have receded in some in- 
stances more than half. At the last Presiden- 
tial election, on the Ohio river mules were 
worth from one hundred and twenty -five to 
two hundred and twenty-five dollars per 
head. Now our graziers cannot realize more 
than sixty-five to eighty dollars per head, not- 
withstanding the great consumption by the ar- 
my; and horses have depreciated in nearly tho 
same ratio. If other portions of the country 
have found means to make money by the war, 
to the Western agriculturist it has proved an 
unmitigated burden, which can only be re- 
lieved by a restoration of peace and of tho 
Union. The former without the latter would 
render permanent that which we now look 
upon as but temporary. Hence has the West 
fought, aud so will she fight, not for the des- 
olation of the South, and the final destruc- 
tion of her plantations, but for the restoration 
of the Union. Hence has Illinois furnished 
more than ten thousand troops above her 
quota. If a draft has been necessary in any 
portion of the West, it has not been where the 
influence of this plantation market has been 
directly felt. I repeat, we can never consent 
that the lower Mississippi shall pass into a for- 
eign jurisdiction. 

I also agree with you that the radical abo- 
litionists prefer a Reparation to a restoration of 
the Union as it was with all the rights of the 
States as they exist under the Constitution, in- 
cluding slavery ; and just so soon as they are 
convinced that a majority of the people of the 
North and of Congress are determined to ad- 
mit a peace upon the old basis, they will labor 
for a separation. They seem determined to 
invent and practice every provocative possible 
towards the South, in order to produce and 
continue a degree of alienation which shall 
preveut them from embracing the tender which 
the conservative North is ready to offer them, 
to return and enjoy the protection of the Con- 
stitution unimpaired. These provocations, in 
connection with the known state of feeling 
pervading the whole community South, ren- 
der any hope that they will embrace the Dem- 
ocratic offer tj return and resume the status 
qua ante helium , entirely futile at tho present 
moment. They will, with bitter contempt, 
spurn this offer now, let it come from whom it 
may. Such is the present state of feeling in 
the Southwest as well as in tho Southeast 
Victories must be won before they will listen 
to reason from any party and accept reunion 
on any term3.

The whole 
country then — both parties — were for tho war. 
There were individual exceptions no doubt on 
both sides, but they entertained their opinions 
in silence and voted for that party which ap- 
proached nearest their views. There were no 
doubt some few who voted with us who have 
ever been disgusted with the war, who have 
ever sympathized with the rebellion, and 
think the South has a right to separate and go 
in peace, but they are very few.

While we will firmly hold the 
sword in one hand, and use it, too, with de- 
termination and resolution, the other must al- 
ways be open with the proffer of peace and 
friendship so soon as they will return to their 
allegiance to the Constitution. It is due to the 
South— it is due to the North — it is due to the 
world, that the matured and fixed determina- 
tion of the Democratic party should be known 
and thoroughly understood on this subject. It 
is due to the South, that they may not cherish 
the delusive hope that the late elections mean 
that they may go in peace and destroy this 
Government. It is due to the North, that those 
who have come to our help for the purpose of 
bringing the Government back within the res- 
traints of the Constitution, may know that 
they have not been contributing to the Buccess 
of the rebellion and the destruction of the 
Government and the Constitution. It is due 
to the world to know that our late triumphs 
are not an invitation to intervention, or an 
evidence of division among our people uoon 
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history, and these are the constructions given 
to them by at least a portion of ihe conserva- 
tive reoublicans who, with Mr. Lincoln him- 
self, had heen devout followers of Henry Clay 
and Daniel Webster, and who believed that 
Mr. Lincoln told the truth when he said that 
at heart he was opposed to the violent doctrines 
of the proclamation, and they firmly believed 
that he onlv yielded his own judgment and 
deserted his own cherished policy under this 
almost resistless pressure. They believed that 
the abolitionists had, with violent band, 
seized him and demanded of him the proclam- 
ation and a change of policy on pain of depo- 
sition. They saw there was no way of 
wresting him from this violent grasp— of dis- 
enthralling him from the meBhes in which 
they had entangled him, that be might con- 
duct the Government and prosecute the war 
upon constitutional principles and tor consti- 
tutional ends but in the success of the Demo- 
cratic party. 

Thus reasoned a portion but not all of those 
who ha 1 become dDgusted and alarmed at the 
new policy so suddenly inaugurated at Wash- 
ington. Others, and there are no. doubt many 
ol them, who believed that Mr Lincoln had 
at heart been in deep sympathy with the most 
radical from the beginning, and had only af- 
fected moderation as a matter of policy. When 
they looked back and remembered all he had 
said and done they could see this radicalism 
cropping out on many occasions, as when he 
caressed and countenanced Wendell Phillips, 



grass, abandoned them and came to ns during 
the late canvass. Indeed, only the most re- 
flective and sagacious of them were prepared 
to do so, as it were, on the spur of the mo- 
ment. Were the election to be repeated to- 
morrow, ten would vote with us now where 
one did in November. Tbe persistent and 
envenomed abuse ol Democratic ioyalty by 
the political papers and orators which alone 
they were in the haiiitof reading and hearing, 
ind uced many to actually doubt whether the 
Democraiic party, if once in power, would 
sii sum the Government in the prosecution of 
the war to restore the Union and vindicate the 
C'lnstitution; while others bad not sufficiently 
au ilyz d their own feelings, id view of the 
a&ered and peculiar stale of things, to enable 
them to break away from old names and old 
associations, aud to overcome old prejudices 
so far as to allow them to vote the Democratic 
ticket. But, thanks to the enlightenment of 
thi : American people, enough saw the truth 
and acted upon it to overthrow those danger- 
ou s men whose manifest and even declared 
oS.ject is to overthrow the Constitution of their 
c«iuntry, and who will, iu history, stand side 
b y side with the leaders of this rebellion. Pos 
ferity will be divided upon tbe question as to 
wit ch are the wickedest and which the great- 
est traitors. 

The true coarse of the Democratic party in 
the future is manifest. Wo must walk in the 
lightof the past. If we would maintain the 
ascendancy already attained, and augment 
our ranks by the accession of these Republi- 
cans who are disgusted and alarmed by the 
radical policy of the abolition leaders, and 
who desire to prosecute the war by constitu- 
tional means and for constitutional ends, we 
must pursue a course alike dictated by patri 
otism and by policy. We must heartily and 
cordially lire up to our professions during the 
canv«S3 We must show no lukewarmness or 
hesitancy in sustaining and prosecuting a war 
which, if abandoned by the people, must re- 
sult in a dismemberment of the Union, the 
destruction of tbe Constitution, and a dis- 
grace to ibis people which must attach to them 
aud their posterity through all time. A disso- 
lution oi the Union once admitted — a destruc- 
tion of the Constitution once effected, then 
this community of States will be resolved into 
its original element, and who can foretell 
where will be the end? There never was a 
clearer light shining before public men than 
that which illuminates the way in which we 
should walk. We may pursue a course now 
which will draw to our party all the reflective, 
substantial conservatism of the nation, by the 
aid aud support ol which we shall be enabled 
to wrest Abraham Lincoln from the desperate 
hands of those who are bent on the destruction 
of the Constitution and the Government, and 
to take the lead of public affairs, and finally 
restore the country to peace, unity, and happi- 
ness. Or we may by another course repel from 
us those who have now come to our help and 
given us the victory, as well as the great mass 
of the Democrats themselves, and leave the 
party literally annihilated, and with it tbe last 
hope of the country blasted.
